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Preface 

This  reports  written  in  story  form  to  escape  the  style  01 
a formal  report  and  reveal  the  process  of  setting  up  ce.iu '* 
operation  of  camp,  a the  program  as  it  unfolcs  during  the  seas. 
Included  are  the  feares  of  this  35th  season  together  with  statis- 
tics and  recommends tns  for  another  year. 

Preliminary  Plan 

Soon  after  e first  of  the  year  the  thoughts  of  Old  Sendy 
Island  campers  begino  turn  to  the  experiences  of  the  last  summer 
and  the  expectations  f the  coming  season.  Even  so,  is  W1 
old  staff  members,  te  camp  committee  met  early  in  February  an 
recommended  the  opariion  of  camp  in  spite  of  a dubious  ou^loo.. 

Several  economie s"  ini  reduced  3taff  and  a minimum  of  expend  u 
for  repairs  und  equtaent  were  suggested.  Later  in  *®^ru^rJ  " 

in  March  three  visit  to  Sandy  were  made  by  campers  ana  staff  m - 
and  tho  utilization  f the  log  cabin  for  winter  parties  prove 
practicable.  Publicty  and  promotion  plans  claimed  attention  in  ^ne 
early  spring.  A folir  of  reduced  size  and  expense  was  precare 
and  used  in  proraotioiwork  among  old  campers,  Y.M.C.A.s  ana  propp 
tive  oampers.  In  Apil  a reunion  was  hold  in  Poston  ,vith  a gooa 
attendance  and  a geneous  supply  of  Sandy  spirit.  The  New  York 
reunion  dinner  brough  together  a small  but  enthusiastic  group,  l* 
further  promotion  actyities  reduced  rates  and  special  group  e 
were  made  as  inducemefts  to  men.  Mr.  Roehrig  had  little  time  o 
spend  on  promotion  due  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  but  -is s 
Tileston  gave  a generos  amount  of  time  and  effort  at  this  poir.  - 
well  as  efficiently  taing  care  of  inquiries  and  registration. 

Set-up  of  Camp 

Some  prelimimry  work  is  necessary  and  found  desirable  in 
putting  camp  in  order  f r the  summer.  To  save  expense  only  n 
motor  boat  ’’Sandy”  was  commi ssioned.  Mr.  Dulac  end  Mr.  Pease  , 

gan  operations  at  camp  a’ter  Memorial  Day.  Their  attention  we 
to  the  over-hauling  of  tie  tractor,  outboard  motor,  electrical 
water  systems.  Time  wa3  *lso  spent  in  cleaning  the  toilets,  cess  ^ » 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  kitchen  stoves,  caulking  and  uainting  o 
rowboats  and  canoes,  and  other  general  renairs.  The  reiairn er  o 
the  staff  was  on  hand  during  the  lsst  week  of  June  to  open  UP 
buildings,  to  put  up  tents,  to  get  out  beds  and  to  set  in  ^rde  P 

arrangements,  to  condition  the  tennis  courts  and  baseball  lici-,  ^ 
make  ready  other  equipment  for  use.  The  dining  room  was  paint©  , 
tables  cut  up  and  made  smaller  and  the  appearance  generally  i t 
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Qperat Ion  of  Camp 

A reduced  staff  made  necessary  rearrangements  of  responsibili- 
ties which  were  efficiently  handled  for  the  most  pert.  Without  Mr.  Hill 
it  was  necessary  to  have  Mr.  bulac  lead  hikes  and  trips  as  well  os  help 
in  the  general  supervision  of  comp  in  addition  to  the  care  of  the 
motor  boats  end  trips  to  town  for  supplies.  Mr.  Taylor  added  to  his 
regular  duties  of  the  cemp  office  end  supervision  of  the  store,  the 
care  of  living  arrangements  ana  responsibility  for  the  lodge.  The 
Damp  Director  assumed  most  of  the  duties  of  Mr.  Deal,  having  some  help 
from  Mr.  Harvey  in  the  cure  of  the  athletic  equipment  and  In  the 
guidance  of  the  athletic  program.  Mr.  Harvey  was  a man  of  all  work 
giving  a hand  at  all  the  outdoor  work  as  well  as  devoting  some  time  to 
swimming  and  other  program  activities.  Mr.  Hease  kept  our  electric  and 
water  syrteras  running  well,  looked  after  the  boats  and  canoes  and  did 
«ny  repair  work  necessary  around  camp.  The  dining  room  .trs  supervised 
■>y  Mr.  Thors^erberg  with  an  assistant  and  the  cooking  was  ably  taken 
cure  of  by  Mr.  Ponpey  and  hin  assistant  Mr.  McMichael.  Mr.  Nelson 
performed  all  the  stenographic nl  service  and  checked  compere  in  and 
out  and  looked  after  hooding  end  laundry  as  well.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  an  old  camper,  Mr.  Stevens,  to  care  for  first  aid,  which  was 
ably  performed. 

Program 

As  campers  arrive  they  find  suitable  living  quarters,  check  in 
at  the  camp  office,  secure  their  bedding  find  find  info rmpt Ion  regard- 
ing camp  and  activities  on  the  bulletin  bon re.  The  turn-over  on  the 
week-end  makes  Sunday  evening  © good  time  for  our  Town  ?'  eting  at 
ohlch  time  the  general  purposes  end  traditions  of  cent)  «ro  reviewed, 
information  given,  the  urogram  for  the  week  planned,  by  the  suggestions 
of  campers  and  committees  appointed  to  carry  out  the  program  plans. 

By  Monday  noon  orrap  affairs  are  uretty  well  organized  for  the  ?/eck  with 
the  t8nnts  tournament  started,  f pick-up  baseball  game  between  differ- 
ent camper  grouos , handball  arid  quoit  tournaments  planned,  end.  pro- 
vision made  for  volley  ball  and  playground  ball  games.  Mountain  trips 
are  usually  planned  for  Tuesday  and  Friday.  These  numbered  eleven 
this  year  and  included  trips  to  Mt.  ohaw  and  Belknap  near  the  lake, 
ana  its.  Ohocorue,  lafayette,  Moosllaukoe,  and  Washington  at  a dis- 
tance end  were  led  by  Mr.  Bulan  or  the  Camp  Director.  Because  of  the 
dearth  of  feminine  partner's  the  usual  trip  to  the  dance  at  the  keirs 
on  Tuesday  evenings  was  discontinued  after  one  week.  The  meetings 
of  the  Improvement  Association  on  vednasc’uy  mornings  onaoled  the 
completion  of  clearing  out  the  woods  of  underbrush  in  the  pine  woods 
on  the  south  part  of  the  island,  the  building  of  a stone  retaining 
‘ell  on  the  east  side  of  the  tennis  courts  as  well  as  aiding  the 
general  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  camp.  Aquatic  and  Athletic  meets 
were  held  regularly  and  among  a smell  group  the  competition  was 
lively.  Twenty-seven  letters  were  awarded  and  numerous  additional 
Sandy  Island  buttons.  Ten  baseball  games  were  played  with  other  camps 
and  outside  teams  which  provided  interesting  events.  There  were  also 
five  tennis  matches  played  with  other  camps. 

The  Thursday  evening  entertainments  were  better  than  the 
usual  good  programs  and  were  supplemented  at  times  by  outside  talent 
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Including  Jo©  Lorraine,  Geoffrey  O’Hara,  and  "Pa"  Conion  end  his 
boys  from  Camp  Belknap.  Other  features  of  the  camp  program  pro- 
vided for  moonlight  sails,  corn  roasts,  trips  to  Libby  Museum, 
speed  boat  and  airplane  rides.  The  usual  number  of  men  using 
boats  and  canoes  enjoyed  these  facilities,  he  were  successful  in 
having  some  fine  fireside  discussions  on  current  problems  with  the 
assistance  anc  leadership  of  four  outside  sneakers. 

Sunday  morning  services  were  held  regularly  and  led  by 
the  Camp  Director.  Outside  speakers  included  Prof.  Bruce  and 
Prof.  Harvey  of  Dartmouth  College  and  Wallace  uoss,  Secretary  of 
the  Technology  Christian  Association.  The  camp  boat  regularly 
took  a number  of  Catholic  men  to  mass  on  Sunday  mornings  at  the 
foeirs . 


The  smaller  camp  seemed  to  make  for  a better  spirit  and 
many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  fellowship  between  campers 
were  offered  as  an  evidence  of  the  values  of  camp. 

ggulpment 


The  equipment  of  came  was  kept  in  a state  of  good  repair 
during  the  summer  and  things  are  in  good  condition.  The  sail  boat 
given  to  camp  last  year  by  an  old  camper,  John  DeTurk  provided  a 
usable  and  enjoyable  addition.  The  sea  sled  secured  last  year  proved 
valuable  for  short  trips  and  enjoyable  to  campers  who  hired  it.  Near- 
ly the  original  cost  of  this  equipment  has  already  been  returned  in 
fees  for  its  use.  The  tennis  courts  were  in  excellent  condition 
except  for  the  back  courts  which  need  more  clay.  Additional  wire 
to  provide  for  a back  stop  on  the  east  side  has  been  offered  by  an 
old  camper,  Mr.  William  Collins,  and  will  be  put  up  next  year.  The 
suggestion  was  offered  that  basketball  equipment  be  installed  next 
ye>T  as  a desirable  addition  to  our  recreation  facilities. 

Statistics 

A complete  analysis  of  information  received  from  campers  is 
on  file.  As  against  £91  campers  last  year  only  192  campers  attended 
camp  this  year,  making  a total  of  1966  camper  days  compared  with  3095 
camper  days  last  year.  Only  22  of  the  men  who  attended  camp  this 
season  were  married.  Those  attending  camp  for  the  first  time  numbered 
63  while  6 had  been  coming  to  camp  for  over  twenty  years.  The  average 
length  of  stay  was  about  ten  days.  There  were  49  campers  members  of 
Boston  Y.W.C.A.  and  79  from  Massachusetts  Associations,  39  members  of 
New  York  Associations,  and  64  non-members.  The  youngest  camper  was 
sixteen  and  the  oldest  seventy-four.  There  were  30  campers  20  years 
and  younger,  53  between  £1  8nd  25  years,  76  between  26  and  39  years, 
and  18  over  40  years  of  age.  The  total  number  of  campers  whose  resi- 
dence is  in  Massachusetts  was  122  of  whom  102  came  from  Boston  and 
vicinity.  49  came  from  New  York  and  vicinity,  12  came  from  New  Jersey, 
while  there  were  a few  others  from  other  sections  including  2 from 
Canada,  1 from  A’ngland  and  1 from  Germany. 
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Finances 


A smaller  camp  this  year  with  the  largest  number  of  campers 
at  any  time  being  seventy-four  has  made  it  Impossible  to  run  camp 
without  a deficit  in  spite  of  decreased  expenditures  and  reduced 
staff  and  staff  expenses.  With  an  overhead  expense  of  $2200  which 
would  have  to  be  accounted  for  even  if  camp  were  not  operated  at 
all,  it  would  be  necessary  on  the  basis  of  2000  camper  days  to  have 
at  least  forty-five  campers  © day  for  the  six  weeks  of  camp  to  break 
even.  Because  we  did  not  average  much  more  than  this  it  was  not 
possible  to  balance  the  additional  expense  of  operation  during  the 
camp  season.  A complete  financial  record  of  this  year  is  on  file 
with  the  treasurer's  office  which  shows  a deficit. 

Summary 


The  experiment  with  a reduced  staff  has  shown  that  economies 
here  can  be  continued  and  camp  efficiently  and  adequately  manned  to 
take  care  of  at  least  100  to  125  campers  although  there  is  a weak  spot 
in  the  supervision  of  the  water  front. 

The  equipment  of  camp  is  in  good  condition  and  no  general 
and  large  expenditures  are  to  be  looked  for  in  the  next  year.  Some 
painting  could  be  done  to  buildings,  the  basketball  equipment  could 
be  secured  at  low  expense.  Clay  for  the  tennis  court, back  courts 
and  side  courts  should  be  put  on  next  spring  but  this  is  not  a large 

exnendlture  for  the  staff  con  co  it  with  its  own  labor. 

The  promotion  of  camp  should  be  given  more  consideration. 

The  Camp  Director  will  have  more  time  this  next  year  and  should  with 

the  help  of  the  Office  Secretary  give  more  personal  attention  to  the 

cultivation  of  olde  campers  and  new  prospects  than  has  been  given  in 
the  past.  Some  consideration  was  given  to  this  during  the  summer  and 
an  analysis  of  this  season's  campers  already  completed.  Plans 
should  be  effected  which  would  look  to  a better  prospect  for  next 
year  with  continued  improvement  in  the  financial  situation  and 
general  economic  outlook. 

A separate  report  on  the  experimental  camp  for  family 
groups  and  married  couples  will  be  made.  It  has  real  possibilities 
and  nrovides  edditionel  use  of  the  camp  facilities  over  a longer 
period . 

The  camp  season  while  not  successfully  completed  from  a 
balanced  financial  record  which  is  to  be  regretted  was  certainly 
successful  from  the  standpoint  of  the  values  involved  for  those 
participe  t ing. 

The  traditions  of  Sandy  Islano  have  been  upheld  and  the  gener- 
al purpose  of  the  Association  in  affording  the  opportunities  for  summer 
recreational  facilities  have  been  recognized.  These  have  been  our  con- 
cerns in  the  program  and  operation  of  camp  this  season.
